The mtemational application does not comply with the requirements of unity of invention because it does not relate to 
one invention or to a group of inventions so. linked as to form a single general inventive concept. In coming to this 
conclusion the International Searching Authority has found that there are different inventions as follows: 

1. Claims 1-9 directed to a hinge locking assembly. It is considered that the combination of a lock barrel 
supporting a pivoting toggle, a lock shaft supportmg a spring biaseci cam pin and a spring biased reset pin, and 
a shroud concealing the lock barrel and lock shaft comprises a first '^special technical feature". 

2. Claims 10-1 1 directed to a combination sandwich press and grill device. It is considered tibiat the lower 
cooking surface is tilt adjustable and controlled by an actuator located on the exterior of the lower housing, the 
actuator coupled to a forward portion of the lower cooking surface comprises a second "special technical 
feature**. 



3. Claims 12-15 directed to a combination sandv^dch press and grill device. It is considered that the lower 
cooking surface temperature is controlled by a variable thermostat and an upper cooking sur&ce temperature is 
controlled by a fixed thermostat comprises a third '^special technical feature". 

4. Claims 16-19 directed to a combination sandwich press and grill device. It is considered that the lower 
housing receives a removable drip tray that collects drippings from the upper cooking surface when the device 
is in a fiilly open orientation comprises a fourth ^'special technical feature". 

5. Claims 20-23 directed to combination sandwich press and grill device. It is considered that the device 
positionable into tiie fiilly open orientation only upon activation of a hinge locking mebhianism that is carried 
by the hinge that interconnects the upper and lower housings comprises a fifth special technical feature 

Since the abovementioned groups of claims do not share any of the technical features identified, a "technical 
relationship" between the inventions, as defined in PCX rule 13.2 does not exist. Accordingly the international 
application does not relate to one invention or to a single inventive concept, a priori. 
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
